The club owes much of its success to its 
president, Mrs. John Walker, one of the 
leaders in Detroit society.

W. H. Brearly, who founded the club in 
1877. There aro only 30 members, and 
these include the most fashionabic women 
of the city.

One of Norway’e Bright Women. 


Anna Hansteen, daughter of Dr. Chris- 
topher Hansteen, a professor in the Uni- 
versity of Norway, has for many years been 
known throughout Scandinavia as 8 
champion of woman’s rights, and she was 
the first woman to speak in public in the 
Scandinavian kingdom. Her first efforte 
to bring about better conditions for wom- 
en were met with scorn and contumely, 
but she pursued her work with unceasing 
vigor. In 15870 some articles of hers ap 
peared in a daily paper’ on ‘*Women’s 
Opinions on the Subjection of Women,” 
and some years later myneeyet her book, 
“Women Created In the. Image of God,” 
this latter being a collection of lectures 
she had delivered between the years 1876 
and 18738. 

Her early years were devoted to paint- 
ing. She studied for some years in Chris- 
tiania, Copenhagen and Dusseldorf and 
made a name for herself as a portrait 
painter. With money earned in’ this way 
she was able to go to Paris, which had 
been for a long time her great desire. 
Here she exhibited at the World’s exhibi- 
tion of 1854. She then took a studio in 
that city and worked diligently on several 
Biblical pictures. Her incessant labors 
caused nervous prostration, and in) 1856 
she returned to Norway, entirely broken 
in health. It was ten years before she re- 
covered, and then, with her same energy, 
she took up tho cause of the advancement 
of women, which she has worked at with 
all the powers of her being and with an 
utter forgetfulness of self. She is, next 
to Camilla Collett, the eldest champion of 
woman's rights in Norway and was a 
faithful coworker with her in breaking 
the soiland clearing a path for the women 
of that country.—New York Tribune.

A Finished Rebuke. 


Nemoring Rust From Iron. 

Tho accumulation of rust on iron ar- 
ticles is so annoying that any simple 
process of removing it will be received 
with great satisfaction by a large num- 
ber of persons. The following directions 
are given: Attach a piece of ordinary 
rine tothe articles and then let them 
lie in water to which a littie sulphuric 
acid is added. They should be left im- 
mersed for several days or a week, until 
the rust has entirely disappeared, the 
time depending on how deeply they 
were rusted. If there is much rust, a 
little sulphuric acid should be added 
occasionally. The essential part ef the 
process is that the zinc must be in good 
electrical contact with the iron. A prood 
way is to twist an tron wire tightly 
arcund the object and connect this with 
tne zine, for which a remnant of a bat- 
tery zinc is suitable, as it has a binding 
post. 

Besides the simplicity of this process, 
it has the great advantage that the iron 
itself is not attaciied in the least as long

There is this suffic- 
tient answer. No Minister of the 
‘crown can act upon idle rumor and 
newspaper report. As Major Walsh's 
report showed, appeal was again 
and again made for details of alleg- 
ed wrong-doing as were essential 
for identification and to adequate 
inquiry, but no details were forth- 
coming. Now that Mr. Sifton has 
a formal petition from the Klon- 
dyke Miners’ committee, he acts as 
becomes a British minister. 


The Toronto Globe says: It is 
understood an application will be 
again made at the next session for 
a charter to build a railway along 
the Boundary Creek and Kettle 
river. The route of the proposed 
line crosses end re-crosses the inter- 
national boundary,as the mountain- 
ous nature of the country makes 
it necessary. It is said on good 
authority that the charter will be 
promoted by the Northern Railway. 
There is little doubt as to the course 
which Parliament ought to pursue. 
The question is really not so much 
one of the right of Corbin and his 
associates as against the C.P.R., as 
of the rights and interests of the 
people of the Territory to be served. 
It is they who ought to be consult- 
ed mainly, and it would perhaps be

A NORTHERN TRIP. 


Mr. J. S. Macdonald. Supt. of Gov- 
ernment Telegraphs, Makes 
a 700-mile Trip by 
Buckboard. 


Qu’Appelle Progress :—Mr. J. S. Mac- 
donald, District Superintendent of Gov- 
ernment Telegraphs, returned on Satur- 
day from the annual trip of inspection of 
the lines, having travelled from Qu’Ap- 
pelle to Edmonton, a distance of 700 miles, 
by buckboard. He then proceeded by 
rail to Banff to inspect the telephone 
system in the National Park, after which 
he returned to Qu’Appelle. Mr. Mac- 
donald being asked for a few notes on his 
trip, said that the country generally 
through which he passed appeared to be 
prosperous. Owing to the distance from 
a railway of the majority of places visited 
cattle raising was the principal industry. 
A large number of ranchers have gone 
into the Touchwood country during the 
past few years and the shipments of cat- 
tle made from Qu’Appelle this year prove 
their success. At Saskatoon the harvest 
was excellent, as was also the case at 
Battleford, where the grain had_ been 
garnered before frost came. The Battle- 
ford district has become celebrated for 
the quality of cattle raisea there, large 
numbers of which are annually driven to 
‘Saskatoon and shipped from that +t.tion. 
This year several hundred stockers have 
been shipped from the east to Battleford 
where they will be kept two years before 
being re-shipped. The people of that 
town are anxiously looking forward to 
the comiag of a railroad, and as there is 
a magnificent farming country lying 
north of Saskatoon, and also between the 
Battleford and Saskatchewan rivers this 
cannot be long delayed. At Onion Lake, 
almost 100 miles west of Battleford, on 
the north side of the Saskatchewan, there 
is a large Indian reservation of which G. 
G. Mann is agent. On this reservation 
comparatively little grain is grown, the 
energies of the Indians being turned to 
cattle raising and so far with gratifying 
success, A few miles west of Onion Lake 
the wire passes alongside the graves of 
those victims of the Frog Lake massacre 
whose bodies were not removedby friends. 
The pallings around thegraves are fallin 
down ; the wooden slabs to mark the spot 
where the men lay are rotting, and the 
whole place bears a_neglectod and_ for- 
saken appearance. Further west is St. 
Paul des Metis on Egg Lake. This is a 
reserve of four townships granted by the 
Government for the purpose of inducing 
the wand: ring hal‘-breeds to settle down 
and become farmers. Between twenty 
and thirty half-breed families are now 
living on the reserve, which is under the 
control of the Roman Catholic church. 
The settlement is a sort of commune, 
most of the implements and machinery 
being provided by the church. _ The ex. 
periment is an interesting on and will be 
productive of much good should it prove 
a success, as the majority of the residents 
are old-time buffalo hiimters who hav 
retained their nomadic habits—a class of 
men who find it very difficult to setile 
down to steady work. Between Victoria 
and Edmonton, a distance of seventy 
miles, a large colony of the much discuss- 
ed Galicians are settled. Mr. Macdonald 
states that as far as he could learn, they 
are a hard working, industrious class of 
people, anxious to learn the English lang- 
uage and Canadian methods of working. 
Those of them who have been in the 
country for two or three years, have made 
good progress ; but those arriving during 
the past year are very poor and may re 
quire assistance during the coming win- 
ter. At various points along the river 
men were washing for gold, but the bars 
appeared to be giving out the results be 
ing less favorable each year. Mr. Mac- 
donald was much taken with Edmonton 
which he considers the most go-ah+-ad 
town in the Territories and one with a 
bright future before it. So far from the

Mr. Harry De Wallace, of St. Paul, 
Minn., the inventor of the train order 
signal and train stopping device which 
bears his name, has been in Winnipeg for 
the past three weeks, conducting a series 
of tests of his invention upon the Rat 
Portage and Wabigvon sections of the 
C.P.R. Nearly 1,400 miles have been 
covered during these trials and it is said 
the device clearly and. unmistakably 
proved all that Mr. Wallace claimed for 
it. The object of this invention is to pro- 
vide an accurate and reliable distance 
indicator and reminder signal, for use by 
locomotive engineers fur the purpose of 
preventing forgetfuiness aide the mis- 
carriage of train orders and other obli- 
gations, and further, to automatically 
apply the air and stop the train a safe 


distance short of the order point, in case |” 


the engineer fails or negiects to. release 
the same within a given time. The de- 
vice is purely mechanical and its positive 
and automatic action is a strong recom- 
mendation for it, and besides its use will 
eutail less care and less attention than 
any other attachment about an engine. 

In operation, the device is placed in 
the cab of the locomotive within easy 
reach and in plain view of the engineer, 
so that he can observe, set and release it 
conveniently. It is positively connected 
with the running parts of the locomotive 
whence it derives its power and motion. 
The preferred connection is made with 
one of the forward truck wheeis or axie 
by means of a spiral belt and adjustable 
“V” groove pulleys, although connection 
may be made at other points and by 
other positive meams. The revolutions 
of the wheels give the distance indicated 
upon the dials, which shows and measures 
the distance accurately, whether running 
forward or backward, and without change 
or attention, so that by looking at the 
face of the machine the engineer can tell 
at any time the exact distance he has 
run from starting point, and incidently 
he is informed at all times as to just 
where he is at, no matter whether it is 
light or dark, stormy or foggy. 

The device has two dials, one eight and 
the other six inches in diameter. The 
smaller dial is placed above the larger 
one, and each one bears graduations and 
iigures for 100 miles, A hand or pointer 
iotates between and points to the num- 
bers and marks on both the upper and 
lower dial.

If 
the order is for a “cross,” and he has for- 
gotten it, the trains cannot collide, be- 
cause they cannot pass or reach tke 
meeting point. 

In the tests just completed on the C.P. 
R., over 150 settings were made for signal 
and stops, and in each case the device 
worked perfectly and effectively. In 
measuring and indicating the distance, it 
also operated very accurately and showed 
no discrepancy after Mr. Wallace made 
his adjustment on the first trip. The 
first trip was from Winni to Ignace, 
Ont., the device being attached to engine 
No. 306, in service pulling express train 
No.2. The length of the run -was 277.9 
miles, and without any preliminary ad- 
justment the signal device showed at 
Ignace, 277.7 miles. On the return and 
subsequent runsit showed no variation 
in the indicated mileage. Switching at 
intermediate points on a run may be 
done as often and aslong as is desired 
without necessitating any change or at- 
tention by the engineer, and the mileage 
indicated will be the same at the end of 
the run, or, when no switching is done at 
all. In other words the machine simply 
indicates at each stage of the trip the 
greatest and correct distance travelled 
ahead from starting point; the hand 
moves backward and forward correspond- 
ing to the direction of movement of the 
train. Each machine is to be supplied 
with station and mileage cards for each 
of the divisions or runs on a road, and 
then only the cards require to be shifted 
to make an engine ready for a new or 
different run. If the engineer has diffi- 
culty about finding a place at night, or 
in « storm, or fog, he can set the device, 
and it will locate it exactly and let him 
know about it. It is a perfect and 
scientitic bit of machinery, well pro- 
portioned and substantially built, and 
will stand a train speed of 150 miles per 
hour and do good work. The movement 
of all its parts is very slow, thus ensuring 
a long working and wearing life. The 
cost of equipping each engine will be 
small, and if it had the effect of prevent-

THE AGRICULTURE DEPART. 
MENT ALIVE TO IT’S DUTY. 


The Result of Experiments 
With Tuberculosis to be 
Announced’ Shortly—Not 
More Than Seven Per Cent 
of the Animals in the Dom- 
inionjWere Found Infected. 


(From Our Own Correspondent.) 


Ottawa, Oct. 22.-In connection with 
the election trials which are at the pre- 
sent time occupying, —it may almost b2 
said, wasting,—the valuable time of the 
Provincial High Court Judges, an inci- 
dent in the connection with the last eloc- 
tion in old York, is worth recalling. The 
opposing candidates were Lord Charles 
Beresford and Sir Christopher Furness 
who ran so close an election that, on the 
recount, they tied, on the undisputed 
votes. Upon learning of this state of af- 
fairs Sir Christophes wrote to his agents 
as follows; —“I notitve we are equal in ad- 
mittedly good votes, and that five of- my 
ballots and twelve of my opponent’s are 
reserved for the judges. Looking at this 
in a business way, 1 think I shall gain 
tive votes and Lord Charles possibly eley- 
en, leaving him with a majority of six. 
Then there remains the scrutiny, a_ ted- 
ious, worrying process. I think that we 
can strike off enough absolutely bad votes 
to wipe away the majority even allowing 
that Lord Charles would be able to strike 
out some of our votes on the same grounds. 
Over and above this there are various 
votes which we could strike off cn techni- 
cal grounds giving me the seat. ButI do 
not wish, and have never wished, to. win 
or keep a seat on technicalities and there- 
fore I have decided not to proceed further 
and thus save Lord Charles and myself 
much worry andexpense.” In these days 
of Imperialism when everything, “as it is 
in England,” is considered the proper ca- 
per, it would be well worth while for poli- 
ticians on both sides to follow the exam- 
ample set by old York.

An interesting report upon the Yukon, 
its prospects and possibilities, is that 
which will be made by Explorer Tyrrell 
on his arrival in Ottawa, probably next 
week. Mr. Tyrrell’s experience in explor- 
ing the northern wilds of Canada is _pro- 
bably more extensive and covers a wider 
range than that of any ether one man, 
and his technical knowledge and expert ex- 
perience render him particularly quali- 
tied for the arduous undertaking entrust- 
ed to him by the Dominion Government, 
viz:—To go into the country and make a 
thorough examination of the indications 
and conditions and to form some estimate 
of the extent and value of the gold bear- 
ing belt. 


From the preliminary and partial state- 
ments that have been published Mr. 
Tyrrell’s report will apparently be highly 
satisfactory. He believesthat the country 
has vast riches, that the mining industr 
will prove permanent, that next year’s 
output will be double that of this yea 
and so on. 


UTILIZING THE SAWDUST. 


The experiments which have been in 
progress for some weeks past at Edward's 
Lumber Mills in which Porfessor V. L. 
Emerson, of Pittsburg, Pa., has been en- 
deavoring to convert the refuse sawdust 
into commerical products of considerable 
value are being crowned with remarkable 
success. Every week seeins to develope 
and extend the scope of the Professor’s 
discoveries and in addition to the pure 
carbon, wood naphtha, creosote, and 
other valuable by-products, he is perfect- 
ing an apparatus for seperating alcohol 
from pyroligneous acid and for retining 
volatile oils of wood. A day or two ago 
an extended test was made in the _ pres- 
ence of a large number of prominent lum- 
bermen and leading merchants of the 
city and district, who were astonished 
and delighted at the actual results ob- 
tained; if one-half of what is promised, 
materializes, it will revolutionize more 
than one important industry.

HEAVY FIRE LOSSES.

1898, $7,472,520; insurance loss 1897, &3,- 
563,920; 1898, 83,920,040.

HAY HOURIE, (seneral Agent, 

Regiva 14-16 C.P.B. Offices, Winnipeg, 


WAR IN THE BALANCE 


FASHODA QUESTION NOT THE 
ONLY CAUSE OF TROUBLE. 


Paris in a Ferment — International 
Dissensions— A Revolution 
Threatened. 


London, Oct. 22.—Never since Gréat 
Britain and France began to dispute 
over Egypt, nor during the most 
acute stage of the Niger differences 


between these two countries, has 


the situation looked so ominous as to- 
day. Notwithstanding the hope ex- 
pressei in the sober journals of both 
countries that the matter would be 


amicably arranged, it is a fact that 
the French naval aad = military 
authorities are making feverish pre- 
parations for war, and though calm 
reigns at the British dock yards at 
Portsmouth, Chatham and Devon- 
port, it is only the calm of prepared- 
ness, and significant overs have been 
arriving there from the admiralty, 
imtflicating the belief that Great Bri- 
tain and France are on the brink of 
war. As Mr. De Blowitz, the Paris 
correspondent of the London Times, 
writes to-day, never before has there 
been witnessed such a state of fever 
as is jiow prevailing in Great Bri- 
tain, nor so great an exaltation 
of public feeling over a matter of 
foreign policy while on her — side 
France is promptly and rapidiy, with- 
out looking forward or backward, 
preparting to fight any power pro- 
veking her. The Freneh statemen, 
however, still cling to the hope that 
the Marquis Salisbury will offer 
some exchange whieh will enable 
them to retire from Fashoda without 
uppaurent sacrifice of dignity. This 
hope is based on a conversation be- 
tween Lord Salisbury and Baron de 
Courcel, the Freneh ambassador at 
London, which figures in a most im- 
portant despateh in the yellow book 
Which the French Government will 
issue to-morrow. It is learned by the 
Associated Press that Baron de Cour- 
cel, in his despatch, says that Lord 
Salisbury, during the conversation re- 
ferred to, asked him what were the 
desires of France in the Soudan. To 
which the Baron replied that Franc: 
wished for an outlet on. the upper 
Nile. Lord Salisbury then responded 
that he could not promise anything 
aud must consult with his colleagues 
on such a matter. Frenchmen 
from tiis attitude, say the British 
premier is willing to discuss the French 
claims and they even talk of negotia- 
tions being in progress. The English 
newspapers, however, vigorously com- 
bat this Impression and warn France 
not to be led away by such illusions. 
They declare that the evacuation of 
Pashia must precede anything else. 
PRESS OPINIONS.

ROSEBERRY’S DECLARATION. 


Friendship with the United States—He 
Taunts the Goverament. 

South Scotland, Oct. 22.—Lord Rose- 
bery, the Liberal leader and former 
premier, in receiving the freedem of 
the city of Perth to-day, referred in 
the most cordial terms to the good 
understanding between Great  Brit- 
ain and our kinsmen in the United 
States. Continuing, the speaker saic 
he believed the whole history of the 
ill-feeling which existed was one vast 
misunderstanding. Since 1776: by the 
madness of one government and the 
want of wisdom of another, Great 
Britain has waged two wars againsi 
the United States, in neither of which 
we were conspicuously successful. But 
throughout my life I have never 
cognizant of an unfriendly feeling in 
this country towards the United 
States. On the other hand the Am- 
ericans, in whose territory the wars 
were fought and with whom the re- 
collection was most painful, have al- 
ways had a sense of abiding soreness 
But I’m glad to say that after mor: 
than a century of misunderstanding 
the United States has discovered that 
we are not enemies but friends. 
(Cheers.) I could not but believe that 
when they realize the truth of the 
position, they would see that there 
was a great future before the two 
nations, going hand in hand, and that 
it was their duty, function and de;- 
tiny to perform a good service, not 
merely in behalf of other nations, but 
in behalf of humanity and civilization.” 
(Cheers.) Lord Rosebery then refer- 
red at length to the Fashola ques- 
tion, his remarks having the same 
tenor as his previous utterances on 
the same subject. He said: “If I 
were a British minister now, no man 
should rob me of one shred or jot of 
the honor to which the great work 
of civilization, culminating at Om- 
durman, entitled Great Britain and 
Egypt. If the government does not 
feel strong enough to bear the 
weight of its laurels, I am willing to 
take any share it may hand over to 
me.”

The streets 
of Hevana presented the appearance 
of running rivers. The water was over 
four fcet deep at many of the eross- 
ings, swamping houses and stores aud 
damaging goods, furniture and other 
property. The fire brigade was called 
out and any sick and aged people were 
ecarrica to plaws of safety. The traf- 
fie was delayed on the railroads run- 
ning out of this city. The slaughter 
ho.-e and paddocks were entirely sub- 
merge!.

SPAIN IS DEPRESSED. 


SPANIARDS ARE CRUSHED BY THE 
UNITED STATES’ POLICY. 


The U. S. Peace Commissioners Will 
Concede Nothing—Spain Power- 
less to Protect Herself. 


TT 


London, Oct. 21.—The Paris corres- 
pondent of tte Times says: “I had a 
visit today, Thursday, from a great 
Spanish personage who seems to have 
been commissioned to ascertain the 
trend of public opinion of the negotia- 
tions here. He appeared much depress- 
ed. He has found great and general 
sympathy with Spain but has been un- 
able to discover any possibility of ot- 
taining moral support against the Am- 
erican delegates, who are inflexible in 
their demands, and with much polish 
of form have hitherto categorically re- 
fused to make the slightest concession 
on any of the instructions received by 
them. The friend who called told me 
he had found his countrymen much dis- 
couraged, being convinced that the 


United States are bent on a 
rigorous exercise of the _ rights 


of the victor. “I have heard you say,” 
he remarked, “that Prince Bismarck 
ones sail to you, ‘When you have 
your knee on the throat of a van- 
quished nation you can take from it 
all you like, but you must beware of 
abusing your victory and exaggerate 
ing your conquesis, otherwise you !oad 
yours?lf for many generations with a 
erushing burden, which ends by hav- 
ing the most mischievous results—al- 
most more than for the vanquished. My 
ealler remarked: “The Americans are 
not adopting this wise and humane 
view: they s:em bent on pushing the 


results of the war to the extreme 
cousoquences. They refuse to 
entertain any concession on 


the financial question and while de- 
clining to undertake sovereignty in 
Cuba they maintain that the Cuban 
debt is a Spanish debt and that Spain 
abused her sovereignty by saddling 
the island with the interest of a debt 
by which she alone profited. Vainly 
have we urged that they themselves 
auceepted the financial obligations to- 
wards England after the war of in- 
dependence, that they accepted the 
burdens of to-day after che conquest: 
that there is no more general laws 
than the obligations of a country 
cbanging its rulers and that it would 
be an arbitrary course and a vexa- 
tious precedent to throw the Cuban 
debt on us; all is useless and they 
stand peremptorily to their demand. 
What our delegates should say to them 
if they persist as it is to be feared 
they will, is this: We are in your 
hands, you are the victors. We for 
once committed the folly of going to 
war with you because you left us no 
time to avoid it, because you treated 
us in such a way that, even at “he 
risk of suicide we were bound to 
plunge into war, though.the result 
af it was evident to us. But we will 
not commit the fresh folly of recom- 
mencing war in any form. We are, 
therefore, at your mercy. We shall 
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submit to your dictates and_= shall 
leave the worla to judge of 
those dictates; but no human force 


will ozmp2! us to subscribe to them 
amd we shall not subscribe. 

“This is what our delegation ought 
to siy on this Cuban question.  \As 
for the other points. they will wait 
to hear what they are.” 


SPAIN’S FUTURE. 


Cuban Insurrection Due to the Over- 
Kindness of Spain. 
Manzanillo, Oet. 20.—Col. Sanchez 
Parron, the former Spanish eomman: 
der here. told the correspondent of the 
Assoviated Press before finally leav- 
ing Manzanillo, en route for Spain, 
that, in some respects, the loss of 
her colonies woul! not prove an un- 
mitigated evil. “Hereafter.” said Col. 
Parron, “the youth and strength of 
the country will not have to be given 
up, to the éxtent of 90 per cent of 
the whole, for military s>rvice in pes- 
tilential climates. The death rate will 
decrenss, so the manhood of Spain 
will be enhanced, and new commerce 
will make the land rich, so that’ in 
the cours? of the next century, Spain 
wili be once more a colonial power. 
The Cuban insurrection sprang up,’ 
sgiii Col. Parron, “through the over- 
kiudness of Spain and the efforts of 
a few foreign renegrades like Gomez 
and the agitators. who inflamed a 
lot of lazy ex-slaves and malcontents 
such as can be found in any country, 
but for whom in Cuba there was a 
gool prospect of living in one of the 
richest countries on the face of the 
globe without any work and with- 
out much fighting. Moreover, as a 
rule, the revolutionists were in abso- 
lutely impregnable positions. Still. if 
as many Spanish soldiers had been 
killed by the Cubans as was repre 
sentel by the American press, we 
would have lest more men than we 
ever had in the island. But, thank 
Goi. we still have afew thousand 

left.” 


The Kaflirs Defeated. 

Pretoria, Transvaal, Oct. 22.— The 
Magate Kaffirs liave been repulsed by 
the force of burghers sent against 
them. The burghers chase1 them into 
the mountains, killing several of the 
natives. The purgher artillery did 
good execution, -and the Transvaal! 
forces suffered no loss. The fact that 
the natives attacked the burghers is 
regarded as a declaration of war.

St. Paul, Oct. 18.—Mr. E. T. Holmes 
of the Minnesota agency for the Cana- 
dian government, left here tonight for 
western Canada with a party of seven 
heads of families from Iowa and Kan- 
sas. They comprise some of the best 
yien in these stares and will settle in 
Manitoba or Alberta They will be 
followed by others in a few days.

Upon opening they 
were found to be ina bad condition, 
many of them were spotted and parti- 
ally blighted. Prices in consequence 
were poor.

ART IN PAPER MONEY 


THE DELICATE WORK DONE BY UNCLE 
SAM’S ARTISTS. 


Care snd Caution That Prevail In the Bu- 
reau of Engraving and Printing—The Pa- 
per That Is Used For All Government 
Issues—A Complicated Process. 


The making of the artistic green and 
black notes is more complicated than 
might be imagined from a casual glance 
at their gracefully lined surface. The 
lengthy process is most unique and inter- 
esting, and a visit to the bureau of en- 
graving and printing in Washington, 
where it may be seen, is a very entertain- 
ing one. Thereis a great deal of work 
accomplished here, as this bureau issues 
the government bonds, legal tenders, sil- 
ver certificates, bank notes and internal 
revenue and postage stamps. The largest 
face value of any issue is aregistered bond | 
of $50,000. and the smallest a 1 cent stamp. 

Allef the engravers are specialists in 
their particular department, and the deli- | 
cate figures and intricate designs of their 
werk are often marvels of artistic skill. 
Pertraits of living persons are never put 
on the notes, and all the figures, vignettes, 
borders, etc., are engraved separately be- 
fore they they are put on the plates. 

The engravers sit,:each one below a 
window, with a screen of ground glass 
areund them, and another of white linen 
above their heads. Their work is so fine 
and delicate that the greatest precision 
and care are required, and the room in 
whieh they work is not open to visitors. 
First the engraver works out his design 
of face or figure, and after transferring it 
by hand to a plate of soft steel tne plate is 
hardened and a soft steel roller takes the 
impression from it. After this roll is 
chilled another impression is taken upon 
another steel plate, and after this latter 
has been hardened it is ready for use. 

The geometric lathe which makes the 
borders is so complete and wonderful a 
piece of mechanism as to scem almost 
alive. The graceful lincs for the borders, 
baoks and other conventional designs seen 
on the notes are made by this machine, if 
indeed it may be called one. After a cal- 
culation the machinery is set in motion 
by steam power, the tiny diamond and 
steel points begin their work, and the re- 
sult of this mathematical calculation 
shews on tho small section of steel an in- 
trieate border of the undulating, cireular 
lines, with theirstrange effect of ight and 
shade. This lathe work is one of the 
surest guards against counterfeiting, for 
ewh bit of work represents an abstruse 
problem. 

In the engraving room are two Jarge 
vaults, in which are kept all the plates, 
rolls and other iznplements, the position of 
head of the department being a very im- 
portant and trustworthy ove, as it is one 
of the few offices where great confidence 
is placed in the honesty of ono man. 

The paper for all the issues is manufac- 
tured at Dalton, Mass., under the super- 
vision of government officials, and that 
used for the bank notes, silver certificates, 
etc., is sent cut in sheets large enough to 
contain four notes. In appearance it is 
like any other very heavy linen paper, ex- 
cept that it has two perpendicular lines of 
short, uneven silk threads running 
through it. 

On being received it is taken with the 
blue and white papers for the internal 
revenue and postage stamps (both water 
marked) to the ‘‘wetting department,’’ as 
it is called, where it is counted and re- 
counted, and a receipt given for it. ‘Then 
it is put between wet cloths and pressed, 
being shifted about every six hours to in- 
sure each shect an equal amount of mois- 
ture. ‘This proccss lasts about three days; 
then, after another counting, it is deliver- 
ed to the printer, who must give a receipt 
for the sheets given him. At the end of 
the day he returns another check, stating 
the quantity received, the number of notes 
he has printed and the blank or spoiled 
sheets to be returned. 

The printing room isa scene of great 
activity, with its many presses and work- 
ers. Here the paper is again moistened by 
applying it to a wet board, then it 4s laid 
ona steel plate that has been carofully 
prepared with the ink, which also ig made 
on the promises. There aro two workers 
at each press, usually a man and a woman. 
The man fills the plate with ink from a 
roller, then wipes it off and finally, after 
dusting bis hands with chalk, he gives it 
a last polishing. Then, after wetting the 
paper, the woman lays it on the plate, 
the press is applied, and behold the 
clear, clean back of the notes, which must 
be carefully examined before they leave 
tho printer’s hands. This process is re- 
peated each time. ‘The press is a self reg- 
istering one, and the employees are al- 
lowed to spoil a certain percentage of their 
work, but if they exceed it their labor is 
deducted. 

Then the notes are sent down stairs, and 
for 12 hours are subject to great heat in 
an airtight room. In the room adjoining 
they are again examined, assorted and 
sent back to receive their ‘‘face value’ 
from the plates prepared, showing the de- 
nomination and the facsimiles of the sig- 
natures of the proper officers. 


Then comes the “wet count,” e+ 1¢ is 
called, and after being dried the n:.'-s age 
put in a solution of sizing, which ,ivesa 
greater durability to the paper. After this 
short process they are again sent to the 
numbering room, where the edges arc 
— | trimmed, and the number is put on bya 
machine whose every revolution auto. 
matically throws the figures one digit 
higher. In this room they are given the 
| last count and are then sent to the treas- 
ury departinent, where the red seal of the 
United States treasury is affixed and the 
| single sheet cut into four notes. 
| Nearthis room isa great vault with a 
double time lock, where all the work, no 
| matter what ite stage of development, is 
sent for the night. It must all be in and 
| all the accounts must balance or 1:0 one is 
allowed to leave the building. The supply 
in this vault is always a little in advance 
of the demand of the treasury, and once 
in there is no getting it out, except on the 
requisition of the chief of the division.
